Ans.  These  notes  ore  essoys.  Vol.  II,  Chopter  vii  of  D.  W 
Valentine's  1924  book,  "Froctionol  Currency  of  the  United  States," 
lists  the  25^  os  No.  30,  but  foils  to  mention  the  50<^.  True  essays 
^except  the  well  known  Grant  ond  Shermon  issue!  ore  of  extreme 
rority,  fully  occounting  for  their  absence  in  most  cotologs.  The 
price  you  nomed  would  be  somewhat  excessive  even  if  the  dealer 
doimed  thot  the  notes  were  regulor  issues,  which  they  ore  not.  The 
rorest  regulor  issues  (Roymond  20,  22c,  28c,  47o  ond  56!  do  not 
commorid  ony  such  figure. 
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Ques.  What  are  the  1866  Quarter,  Half  and  Dollar  witho: 
motto?  Regular  issues,  patterns,  fantasy  coins  struck  for  collecto* 
or  what?  How  many  are  known  of  each?  J.  A.  M.,  Baltimore,  Md. 

Ans.  One  such  set  of  three  denominations  was  in  the  Woodt 
collection,  and  later  passed  through  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Nev 
comer,  Boyd  and  Farouk.  One  duplicote  dollar  is  reported,  but  v 
hove  not  seen  it  and  cannot  verify  it.  If  the  second  dollar  is  an  I 
thentic,  then  probably  one  more  each  of  the  quarter  and  holf  withov  I 
motto  should  turn  up.  So  far  as  we  know,  these  are  not  regul  I 
issues;  Wayte  Raymond  once  put  them  in  the  Standard  Catalogu.  } 
presumably  in  error  or  as  a personal  consideration.  They  are  obviousi 
not  patterns,  os  patterns  are  strictly  speaking  samples  of  a propose* 
new  design.  The  1863-4-5  coins  with  motto  ore  therefore  pottern- 
but  not  the  1866  coins  without  motto.  Like  the  so-called  trons* 
tional  Dime  and  Half-Dimes  of  1859-60,  these  apparently  were 
product  of  Mint  chicanery,  indulged  in  to  satisfy  collector  demanc/ 
for  something  new  and  rare.

Ans.  Yes.  The  first  one  was  seen  at  the  NENA  convention  i 
Hartford  some  years  ago.  The  one  you  refer  to  is  presumably  the* 
advertised  by  our  young  colleague  from  Johnson  City,  N.  Y.  W.' 
have  examined  this  coin  and  one  or  two  others  from  the  some  die? 
The  overdate  is  quite  plain.  A heavy  crack  at  1 8 of  date  account- 
for  its  rarity. 


If  your  Mr.  Breen  is  right  in  saying  that  fifty  or  sixty  179*i 
Dollars  exist,  how  do  you  explain  the  price  they  have  been  brings 
ing?

Ans.  Our  researcher,  Walter  Breen,  checked  through  all  thi 
old  plate  catalogues  he  could  find  that  showed  any  1794  Dollar; 
and  was  able  to  Identify  forty-three  different  specimens.  Since  thei 
(1955),  eight  others  have  turned  up,  including  the  Chi-AN/* 
specimen  that  started  all  the  rumpus.  The  Characteristic  Ratio  o: 
4%  for  early  dollars,  worked  out  by  Breen  and  Collector  Emanue^ 
Taylor,  means  that  about  4%  of  the  number  struck  of  any  par 
ticular  date  or  type  still  survive.  Assuming  that  it  holds  good  fo 
1794  as  it  seems  to  for  later  years  through  1803,  there  should  exis 
some  A%  of  the  original  1,758  mintage,  or  some  70  specimens! 
That  over  fifty  are  now  definitely  traced  is  fairly  good  confirmation 
The  number  might  even  exceed  seventy,  as  the  first  year  of  issue, 
of  a type  is  likely  to  have  been  hoarded^— as  surely  was  the  case* 
with  1793  Wreath  Type  Cents,  1794  Half-Dimes,  1796  Quarters,E 
etc.,  all  of  which  come  up  in  mint  state  more  frequently  than  da 
many  later  types.  The  high  price  attached  to  the  1794  dollar  ap- 
parently stems  from  the  fantastic  $8,000.  record  chalked  up  by  the^ 
Mint  State  specimen  sold  at  the  Chi-ANA  convention.  What  hap 
pened  there  was  simple:  One  dealer  had  a ''buy"  bid  to  execute, 
and  one  collector  who  could  be  satisfied  with  nothing  less  then  oj 
"finest  known"  had  convinced  himself  that  this  was  the  only  chance^ 
he  would  have  to  get  a specimen  in  such  preservation.  Logically 
this  should  have  no  effect  on  the  price  of  inferior  specimens.  The 
fact  that  we  sold  on  Uncirculated  1794  cent  of  fairly  common  die* 
for  $190.  in  our  48th  Sale  does  not  moke  a VG  one  worth  more* 
than  a few  dollars.  However,  the  propoganda  of  inflation  has  done* 
its  work,  and  the  1794  dollars  have  soared.  They  are,  nevertheless,, 
not  the  rarest  true  type  coins  in  the  series.  That  honor  belongs  to- 
the  1797  seven  stars  facing,  small  letters.  The  7,776  specimens

Of  the  342  smoll-letter  coins  struck, 
we  have  definitely  located  perhaps  ten  or  eleven  specimens 
gether,  most  of  them  well  worn  (they  are  always  weakly  struck, 
particularly  on  reverse,  and  therefore  likely  to  be  undergraded  .
